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Stone Circle in 
AIDS Memorial 
Will Add No 


More Names 


Twenty-two years on, the 
Grove is brainstorming ways to 
remember those affected by 
the illness. 


The chime of three bells rang out 
over a hushed crowd, cluttered in close 
around the verdant memorial garden. 
One by one, four voices around the circle 
read aloud a list of names in memoriam. 
Each name was an entry in the last class 
of names etched forever in remembrance 
in the stone Circle of Friends on World 
AIDS Day this month. 

The National AIDS Memorial Grove 
in Golden Gate Park was founded 25 
years ago, with the Circle of Friends me- 
morial created three years later. 

Of the nearly 3,000 names in the cir- 
cle, John Cunningham, executive direc- 
tor of the Grove, estimates that 85 per- 
cent are those who have died of AIDS, 
while other names include friends, 
families, celebrities, and advocates who 
have been affected by the illness. 

“The Circle is created by those who 
are grieving, for those who are lost, and 
through that process, to provide hope 
for those who survived,” Cunningham 
says. 

With an average of 150 names 
added each year to the circle, the 
memorial’s board members projected 
2016 would be the year that the circle 
approached capacity, so they ensured 
that the community knew to get their 
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names submitted this year if they 
wanted them included in the filling 
memorial. 

They added about 50 more names 
than usual this year to close it out 
and are actively pursuing additional 
projects to keep adding names to other 
areas in the Grove. 

“T think perhaps it’s fitting that the 
Circle of Friends is filled up, but the 
fight is not over,’ Cunningham says. 
“This is one of the most prolific and 
profound pandemics that has affected 
our earth. Twenty-three years ago, no 
one thought there would be 35 million 
deaths worldwide. This organization 
will continue to look and explore how 
we can continue to memorialize names 
in other ways.” 

Available for viewing in January 
2017, “Stories From the Heart” will be 
an interactive online memorial that 
will feature videos, photos, and stories 
provided by loved ones at 
AIDSmemorial.org. 

The organization is also exploring 
the possibility of installing memorial 
bricks with names lining the paths 
and trails surrounding the Circle of 
Friends, as well as implementing digi- 
tal memorials within the Grove. 

Regardless of how board members 


decide to continue memorializing those 


affected by the names, the Grove will 
continue to vary from traditional me- 
morials. 

“Think of any other memorial you 
know. Most are made after the fact. 
The fight against AIDS is still going on 


today and there aren’t other memorials 


that were built during the ongoing 
struggle,” Cunningham adds. “The 
circle represents a number of broken 
circles who have come together in a 
joint circle of hope. That’s what wraps 
the circle.” David Andrews 
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Watch Out for 
Wild Mushrooms 


One of the loveliest aspects of 
the arrival of the rainy season is the 
blooming of wild mushrooms, as the 
winter varietals start to sprout and 
show their colors. But eating — or even 
handling — wild mushrooms can result 
in serious illness, a coma, or even 
death. 

“It is difficult to distinguish be- 
tween wild mushrooms that are poi- 
sonous and those which are safe to 
eat,” California Department of Public 
Health Director Dr. Karen Smith said 
in a statement. “Wild mushrooms 
should not be eaten unless they have 
been carefully examined and deter- 
mined to be edible by a mushroom 
expert.” 

Indeed, hundreds of Californians 
are hospitalized each year from ingest- 
ing the tempting fungi that turn out 
to be quite toxic. The California Poison 
Control System notes that in the last 
year, 679 cases of wild mushroom poi- 
soning occurred in the state. The most 
extreme poisonings resulted in liver 
failure, kidney failure, and a coma. 

Nearly half of those hospitalized 
were children under six years of age 
who ingested mushrooms found in 
yards or parks. Anyone who’s con- 
sumed wild mushrooms and develops 
symptoms like nausea, cramping, or 
diarrhea should immediately contact 
a Poison Control Center by calling 
1-800-222-1222. 

We should also remind you that 
mushroom hunting is prohibited in 
most California state parks. If you’re 
really interested in collecting wild 
mushrooms, consider a class or guided 
tour with the Bay Area Mycological So- 
ciety in San Leandro, the Mycological 
Society of San Francisco, or the Sono- 
ma County Mycological Association.

Study Ranks 
Tenderloin 
Among Most 
Dangerous 
School Zones 


It’s no surprise that the Ten- 
derloin is not typically the safest place 
for children to attend elementary school. 
But a new study by a personal injury and 
accidental death law firm ranks an ele- 
mentary school zone in the Tenderloin 
as the second-most dangerous in the 
state of California. 

The Los Angeles-based personal 
injury firm Panish, Shea & Boyle 
crunched the numbers to rank the 
most dangerous elementary school 
zones in California. “As consumer 
safety advocates — and parents our- 
selves — we wanted to find out which 
California elementary schools are the 
most dangerous for students getting 
to and from school,” the study says. 

The study assigns an overall “risk 
score’ to 6,000 different elementary 
school zones in California, based on 
the zones’ annual rate of car acci- 
dents, bike accidents, and pedestrian 
accidents that occur within a half-mile 
radius of the school. The overall rate 
of these accidents puts Tenderloin 
Community School at the No. 2 spot 
among the most dangerous elementa- 
ry school locations in the state. 

We should emphasize that this 
ranking is in no way a reflection on 
the professionalism or dedication of 
the Tenderloin Community School, 
its faculty, or what goes on every day 
inside. Tenderloin Community School 
bills itself as “the brightest building 
in the Tenderloin,” and its staff surely 
faces relentless challenges educating 
kids in a neighborhood with an inher- 
ently high at-risk population. 

But on the basis of the 209 car 
accidents, 88 pedestrian accidents, 
and 54 bicycle accidents that occurred 
within a half mile of the school last 
year, it does rank as one of the most 
dangerous school zones in the state. 

SF Weekly reached out to data 
visualization firm 1 Point 21 Inter- 
active, who contributed to the study. 
“This study is solely based on traffic 
collisions and does not take incidents 
inside the school or crime activity 
into account,” 1 Point 21 Interactive 
project lead Brian Beltz tells SF Week- 
ly. “The overall goal of this study is 
awareness. 

A parent of two children himself, 
Beltz emphasized how parents can 
model safety to children when on par- 
ticularly dangerous streets. 

“Children learn behaviors through 
experience, he says. “When you or 
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another parent or care provider walk 
with them, exhibit the behaviors that 
promote safety around traffic. Put 
the phone down and pay attention 

to what’s going on around you. Obey 
all traffic signals, cross the street 

at controlled crossings, and always 
look both ways. It’s important to talk 
about this with your child as you do 
it.” 

“Look into what sort of pedestrian 
safety measures your school is using,” 
Beltz adds. “Consider becoming in- 
volved in or starting a Safe Routes to 
School program. Talk to your school 
administrators, other parents, teach- 
ers, community members, and local 
government if you don’t feel that 
there is enough being done.” 

San Francisco acquits itself pretty 
well overall in terms of school safety 
in the study. The majority of the most 
dangerous school zones in California 
are located in Los Angeles, and only 
14 of the 100 most dangerous ele- 
mentary school zones are located in 
San Francisco. J.K. 


Apple Confirms 
Plans for Self- 
Driving Car 


Apple has confirmed that it is 
working on self-driving cars, finally put- 
ting rumors of its interest in automated 
vehicle technology to rest. 

Steve Kenner, director of product 
integrity at the Cupertino-based 
tech-giant, expressed his company’s 
plans for the technology in a letter 
to the head of the National Highway 
Traffic Safety Administration (NHT- 
SA), saying that Apple is “excited 
about the potential of automated 
systems in many areas, including 
transportation.” 

Rumors about Apple's self-driving 
car initiative, codenamed “Project 
Titan,” began last year, but definite 
plans involving automated vehicles 
were never revealed publicly. 

While Apple didn’t provide any 
details about the project in the letter, 
it did advise the NHTSA to establish 
new, more flexible safety regulations 
for automated technology, emphasiz- 
ing the “significant societal benefits” 
that self-driving cars would provide 
travelers. Among said benefits: pre- 
venting millions of car crashes and 
thousands of deaths each year. 

Kenner wrote that the goal of 
these new safety rules would be 
“fostering innovation, improving 
regulatory flexibility, and encouraging 
the development of life-saving tech- 
nology.”

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SMOKING SOLDIERS 


Leading the 
Fight to Give 
Veterans Access 
To Cannabis 


When lawyer Brandon L. Wyatt 
steps into a courtroom, he’s not only rep- 
resenting military veterans battling for 
housing, benefits, and the right to use 
medical cannabis — he’s representing 
himself as well. 

Wyatt was raised in Fayetteville, 
North Carolina, a city built almost en- 
tirely to support Fort Bragg, the largest 
military base in the world by population. 
He says the locals have a nickname for 
his hometown: Fayettenam. 

“The nickname comes from all of the 
violence that soldiers commit upon their 
families and their communities when 
they return home,” he explains. “T have 
a great deal of friends who were hurt by 
their fathers because after coming home 
from service, their fathers were mentally 
unstable.” 

Wyatt can empathize with the men 
and women who return home drastically 
affected by their time at war. At 17, 
Wyatt joined the army himself, serving 


in combat as a paratrooper until shortly 
before his 20 birthday, when he was 
injured in Iraq. 

“I got hurt pretty bad,” Wyatt recalls. 
“I went mute. I was given intensive 
therapy and injections to tranquilize 
me. Though I was given an honorable 
discharge, I was put out for the conve- 
nience of the military.” 

When he returned to Fayetteville, 
Wyatt began to exhibit the symptoms of 
post-traumatic stress disorder (PTSD). 
Frustrated by the unsatisfactory results 
of opiate-based pain medication, he 
experimented with cannabis. He found 
marijuana did a remarkably effective 
job of treating his symptoms, and so he 
resolved to become a lawyer so he could 
advocate for veterans’ rights, and spe- 
cifically their right to have safe access to 
medicinal marijuana. 

The Department of Veterans Af- 
fairs’ (VA) current policy of prescribing 
opiates has led to what Wyatt terms a 
“suicide epidemic.” He conservatively 
estimates that 22 veterans commit sui- 
cide every day, and that many of those 
deaths can be directly 
tied to opiate use. Wyatt 
himself was struck by 
tragedy when his cousin in 
Texas took his own life by 
overdosing on opiates pre- 
scribed by a VA doctor. 

“My cousin’s death hurt 
really, really bad, but what 
I realized is that using can- 
nabis was saving my life. At 
the same time, I was about 





to take the bar exam, and I was being 
made to feel like a criminal. Once I grad- 
uated, I started working with different 
veterans to figure out ways to rehabil- 
itate them and allow them to get their 
benefits back.” 

One of the groups Wyatt has become 
involved with is the Weed for Warriors 
Project. Started in the San Francisco Bay 
Area, the organization strives to make 
medical marijuana safe and free for 
veterans. Currently, veterans risk losing 
their benefits and other hardships by 
choosing to medicate with cannabis, and 
the VA does not allow their physicians 
to prescribe marijuana as an alternative 
to opiates and as a treatment option for 
conditions like PTSD. 

“What we found is that a lot veterans 
are already using cannabis to treat their 
ailments, but they’re doing it in the 
closet,” he says. “By talking and working 
with these veterans, we learned about 
instances where the government was 
discriminating against veterans who 
signed up for medical cannabis cards. 
They 
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were sending letters to these veterans 
telling them they were denied benefits 
at the VA or that their treatment plans 
had been cancelled because they were 
using a controlled drug.” 
Wyatt wants to see reforms made 
to the way the VA views marijuana, 
and swiftly. He believes the immense 
increase in opiate prescriptions is pos- 
sibly the result of a shift in policy and 
treatment plans adopted by the VA in 
the late 1990s. He does credit the VA for 
prescribing Marinol, a synthetic version 
of the cannabinoid THC, but highlights 
the oxymoronic nature of an institution 
championing the synthetic version of an 
organic substance they don’t support. 
One piece of promising legislation 
was the Veterans Equal Access Amend- 
ment, sponsored by Republican Sen. 
Steve Daines of Montana and Dem- 
ocratic Sen. Jeff Merkley of Oregon. 
Essentially, the amendment stipulated 
that VA medical providers would be au- 
thorized to offer opinions and give rec- 
ommendations for medical marijuana to 
veterans in states where such 
medicine is legal. 
Shockingly, the amend- 
ment was removed from the 
House Conference Report of 
the Military Construction 
and Veterans Affairs and 
Related Agencies Appro- 
priations Act, 2017 at the 
conference committee 
stage, despite being passed 
by both the House and the 
Senate. 
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In spite of this disheartening devel- 
opment, Wyatt still believes that safe 
access to cannabis for veterans is an 
apolitical issue. He says he’s willing to 
work with anyone open to finding better 
options for “a group of people who cared 
enough to try and be heroes for our 
country.” 

Last month, Wyatt welcomed lead- 
ers from the Drug Policy Alliance, the 
Marijuana Policy Project, the American 
Civil Liberties Union, and others for a 
meeting in Washington, D.C., to discuss 
problems related to a lack of consistency 
in treatment plans for veterans across 
state lines. 

“The number one thing that draws 
my attention is medical discrimination,” 
he says. “Veterans fought for the entire 
country. We didn’t fight for specific 
states. It’s unfair to treat veterans differ- 
ently from state to state. This is a federal 
government created injury. It should be 
treated on a federal level, and should be 
applied to all veterans.” 

Wyatt also recently hosted a give- 
away of nearly 6,000 cannabis edibles to 
veterans at a VA hospital in D.C. 

“There was a great deal of interest,” 
he says, “and a great deal of families 
who thanked us for giving them the op- 
portunity to have access to information 
and access to a plant that provides a 
viable alternative to the opiate pills and 
powder being shoved down their family 
members’ throats.”

In Defense of the 
Friends | Lost 
At Ghost Ship 


After the Oakland fire that 
killed 36 people, commentators 
predictably blamed the victims.

I woke up the morning after 
the Ghost Ship fire to a shitload of text 
and online messages asking, “Where are 
you?” and “Are you OK?” 

There were so many messages that 
Timmediately got a sinking feeling and 
knew that something really bad had 
happened, and I was afraid to find out 
what. I got a call from a friend in L.A., 
and she explained that there had been 
a fire and people were dead. The first 
thing I thought of was “OK, time to 
locate people.” 

I now say here what I said to myself 
then: Heaven help the freaks, weirdos, 
and artists of the world, for they are 
not always ones to pay their phone 
bills or wake up before noon. Account- 
ing for everyone was going to be a shit 
show in and of itself, but I had to know 
who was at the party and who wasn't. 

I called people, I got the names of the 
party attendees. I started crying and 
didn’t leave bed. Of course, I knew 
some people who had been there — 
four to be exact. This was just Day 1. 

By the second day, the predictable 
lines of attack were all over the news: 
“Well, why were these people in a 
warehouse?” and “Why were they at an 
illegal party in the first place?” 

Is there anything in the world more 
mind-numbingly dumb that having to 
explain oneself to a fucking square? 
The media drew a very clear line in the 
sand, with those on one side blaming 
the victims for even being there and 
those on the other side saying, “That 
could have been any of us.” 

I saw one story with pictures of 
the deceased, and I broke the cardi- 
nal rule of the internet: I read the 
comments section. One comment in 
particular snagged my 
eye — some woman who 
wrote: “Well, they all look 
like Democrats to me any- 
way. Perhaps for the first 
time since the tragedy, | 
laughed — so hard I actu- 
ally crouched down on the 
floor in laughter. It was too much. 

My ilk and I have been called a 
lot of things in life, but “Democrat”? 
That’s certainly a new one. | also was 
just floored at watching internet 
trolls (and shit fuck JESUS, there are 
MANY) suddenly spew opinions on a 
scene of people they never knew exist- 
ed. All of a sudden, they were telling us 
how to live our lives.

I was going to be in bed depressed 
all day anyway, and I had half a mind 
to write “GO FUCK YOURSELF” as a 
response to all the negative comments. 
But then I decided to do some damage 
control and just call my friends to fig- 
ure out what was coming next. 

Full disclosure: I have spent the 
better part of my adult life living com- 
munally and, yes, mostly in warehouse 
spaces. I once lived with 20-plus punk 
kids in a warehouse in East Oakland in 
the early years of the last decade, and 
spent some time in two others that 
had 16 and 12 people, respectively. It 
was rad, fun, and sometimes scary, but 
at the end of the day, the only means 
of my survival while I was in school. 

In the warehouses, if I had no money, 
I knew someone could feed me, or if I 
went missing, someone would notice 

I was gone. It was a refuge. We don't 
always like going to bars. Bars are ex- 
pensive and crappy, and jocks will fuck 
with you or gaybash you. In a curated 
warehouse party, shit was just differ- 
ent, you know? 

After the tragedy, I spent much of 
my time consoling friends and lovers, 
taking late-night phone calls, peeling 
potatoes for benefits, generally doing 
whatever I could to help but also to 
not feel hopeless — despite a normally 
sunny disposition, I can often feel 
pessimistic. 

I went to a vigil for the tragedy and 
was talking to a man who thought 
sprinklers should be put into every 
warehouse space that people live in 
— which I thought was a sweet idea, 
but then, also if you're a broke person 
living in such a space, where are you 
going to get a few extra thousand 
dollars to install something like that? 
Or replace it if it doesn’t 
pass inspection? There 
seemed to be many opin- 
ions and few answers. | 
just couldn't deal with all 
of it at times, and then I 
learned that there were 
spaces getting eviction 
notices, and then it just felt like every- 
thing was falling apart. 

When I lived in a show space/ 
warehouse on San Pablo a couple of 
years ago, there was this one East Bay 
Express article about how there were 
19 different underground venues in 
West Oakland alone and they had 
run a picture of our space in the story 
(without our permission). I thought 
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back to those years, and it seemed like 
a shiny memory that I had forgotten 
too quickly. Back then, every weekend | 
could leave my house and go to at least 
a couple other good parties within a 
12-block radius. 

This was that time before S.F. start- 
ed spilling over into West Oakland, 
and by the time that was over, most of 
those 19 places had bitten the dust. I 
felt like the Ghost Ship fire had basical- 
ly sealed a cap on what was beginning 
to feel like an already disappearing 
thing. My heart was breaking. 

I read about the unique setup of 
Ghost Ship and what had caused it to 
be so dangerous — it struck me as odd, 
looking back on my own experiences, 
how most places I had stayed had felt 
more or less safe. 

We always had clear, illuminated 
exit signs, and we only ever had par- 
ties on the first floor. I am constantly 
reminded of shit like that Great White 
concert in 2003 at the Station Night- 
club in Rhode Island — 100 people 
died, and it was a properly zoned, legit 
show/nightclub space. 

It was suggested that, like the 
Ghost Ship fire, the Station Nightclub 
went up in minutes, leaving not much 
time to get out — that’s why it was so 
upsetting to me when the Ghost Ship 
partygoers were being painted as high, 
reckless, and intoxicated — the most 
capable person could not have made it 
out of there, and it makes me cry even 
typing that. I look for slivers of justice 
in this and hope they will peek out. I’m 
uncertain. 

I myself will continue to go to 
underground parties with the mem- 
ories of my dead friends close to me. 
Some, perhaps, will think that this is 
risky, of course, but I don’t see myself 
frequenting super-expensive clubs, 
and whether you consider a risk to be 
worth taking is up to you. But I know 
from experience that risk is sometimes 
all we really have. 

Heaven help us.

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Building 
inspection 
inefficiencies 
are no surprise 
in Oakland

My heart, and the hearts of the 
entire Bay Area, go out to the families 
and friends whose loved ones died at 
the “Ghost Ship” on Dec. 2. The horrif- 
ic inferno at the converted, two-story 
warehouse constitutes the deadliest 
structure blaze in California since the 
1906 San Francisco earthquake and 
fire. 

Understanding what occurred and 
what actions may have prevented 
the fire is fundamental to providing 
answers to questions being asked by 
the families and friends, as well as 
ensuring the tragedy is not repeated in 
Oakland or elsewhere. 

All but one of the victims were at- 
tending or performing at an electronic 
music show on the second floor of the 
Ghost Ship. Fire fighters reached the 
warehouse within three minutes of the 
first 911 call, as a fire station was lo- 
cated only a block and a half away. But 
even though the emergency response 
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was near immediate, 36 people died. 

The primary reason was the first 
floor of the warehouse, where the fire 
started, was an artists’ collective of 
end-to-end furniture, artwork, musical 
instruments, wooden lofts, rugs and 
tapestries. The dense collection of 
combustible material enabled the fire 
to spread rapidly, filling the Ghost Ship 
with thick, black smoke that poured 
from the building’s windows for sever- 
al hours. 

The building also lacked sprinklers 
and fire alarms and had only two exits. 
The main access to the second-floor 
event space was a narrow, makeshift 
staircase consisting of stacked wooden 
pallets that was consumed by the fire. 

The Ghost Ship should have been 
listed in an Oakland database of com- 
mercial buildings that require annual 
fire safety inspections. Inspectors 
determine whether building entrances 
and exits, fire sprinklers, fire/smoke 
alarms, combustible storage and elec- 
trical components are in compliance 
with fire codes. Discovery of violations 
leads to follow up inspections. 

The Ghost Ship would have obvi- 
ously failed an inspection. According to 
press reports, however, the warehouse 
was not listed in the Oakland Fire 
Department’s database of commercial 
properties and had never been inspect- 
ed by a fire marshal. This information 
should not have come as a surprise to 
any Oakland officials. 

In 2014, an Alameda County Grand 
Jury found extensive inefficiencies and 
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mismanagement in Oakland’s com- 
mercial building fire code compliance 
inspection program. The Grand Jury 
reported that Oakland fire inspectors 
checked on only half of the 12,000 
identified commercial properties. 
Some 2,000 owners refused inspec- 
tions, while another 4,000 properties 
were simply never inspected. 

I have been asked how the City of 
Oakland could receive such a report 
from the Grand Jury and fail to un- 
dertake meaningful reforms. Wouldn't 
city officials be concerned about being 
sued for failing to conduct annual fire 
safety inspections if a person died ina 
fire? Unfortunately, the answer is no. 

California Government Code Sec- 
tion 818.6 provides that a public entity 
cannot be held “liable for injury caused 
by its failure to make an inspection, or 
by reason of making an inadequate or 
negligent inspection, of any property, 
other than its property.” 

In Cochran v. Herzog Engraving Co., 
155 Cal. App. 3d 405 (1984), a hus- 
band whose wife died in a fire at a com- 
mercial property brought suit against 
the City of San Mateo. The property 
had been inspected by a fire marshal. 
The lawsuit charged that the marshal 
failed to recommend appropriate fire 
safety measures, which led to the fatal 
fire. The court held that Government 
Code Section 818.6 granted the city 
absolute immunity from liability for 
any deficient inspection of private 
property by a fire marshal. 

Our civil justice system creates 
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powerful incentives for individuals, 
corporations and public entities to 
ensure their actions, or omissions, 
do not harm others. These incentives 
disappear, and negligence is rewarded, 
if through law or court decisions im- 
munity from civil liability is granted 
to individuals, corporations and public 
entities. 

Simply put, a moral hazard is cre- 
ated. No matter how well-meaning, 
parties that are protected from the 
risk of litigation act with less diligence 
and fail to proactively address dangers 
than parties without such protection. 
This should be one of the lessons of the ?.

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aiju Ogawa is 30 
years old when I meet 
him inside the cramped 
storefront office, the 
gray summer sky spit- 
ting warm rain onto the 
sidewalk outside. 

There is barely enough room for the 
four of us — him, me, and two staff 
members — to sit comfortably inside 
the Encounter Cafe, a tiny counseling 
center in Hachioji, Tokyo. 

As I look at Daiju, I observe his 
dark, wavy hair and T-shirt, his black, 
rectangular glasses and blue jeans. 

He seems completely ordinary. 

He laughs freely and smiles broadly. 

I could never guess by looking at him 
that he has spent a decade hidden away 
in his bedroom, unable — until just 
last year — to free himself from a kind 
of self-imposed solitary confinement. 

“T come here for a reason to leave 
the house,” he tells me through the 
translator. “I feel a kind of companion- 
ship in the encounter group. There are 
no taboos.” 

From 2004 until 2015, Daiju spent 
nearly every moment at home, doing 
basically nothing except occasionally 
surfing the internet, playing a video 
game, or merely staring out his win- 
dow. Though he once held part-time 
jobs at restaurants and at factories, 
nothing stuck. Eventually, he simply 
gave up, overwhelmed by a crushing 
sense of failure. 

Today, he still lives with his par- 
ents, but, he admits, there is not much 
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conversation in the household. In fact, 
his father is an alcoholic, he says, and 
at one point in time, “we hated each 
other.” 

Now, once or twice a month, for a 
brief respite, he travels two hours by 
train from Saitama Prefecture to the 
Encounter Cafe, for group counseling. 

Leaving his home any more often 
than that would be difficult, he ex- 
plains, because he cannot endure the 
sharp gazes of others looking down on 
him in judgment. 

“People’s eyes are not comfortable 
for me,” he says. 


WHO ARE THE HIKIKOMORI? 


Daiju Ogawa is a member of a de- 
mographic I call the loneliest people 
on Earth, and my ongoing quest to 
understand him and others like him 
has taken me halfway around the globe 
and back. 

I was curious to know why, by some 
estimates, as many as 2 million Jap- 
anese people have made the decision 
to withdraw from society, with some 
refusing to leave their bedrooms for 
six months or more — and in some 
extreme cases, nearly 20 years. 

This summer, I went to Japan in 
search of answers. 

But my quest to understand these 
extreme loners — also known as 
Japan’s hikikomori, or “withdrawn,” 
people — began in my San Francisco 
apartment, with the sinking fear that 
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I might slowly be turning into one of a 
number of non-Japanese who are be- 
ginning to identify with the condition, 
which was once thought to be unique 
to Japan. 

About two years ago, I found myself 
increasingly uninterested in going 
outside. Three days would pass, then 
five, then nine, before I would be able 
to drum up the courage to walk out 
into the brisk air for an important 
meeting or a routine doctor’s visit — 
or, occasionally, a visit to my favorite 
karaoke bar. 

Because I was living alone — an 
increasing rarity in a town of skyrock- 
eting rents — it was easy to arrange 
my day so that I rarely needed to speak 
to another human being. 

I was living in the city’s Outer Sun- 
set neighborhood, a quiet, serene area 
where I could smell the Pacific Ocean 
breeze and watch the sun go down 
from my window. But to my friends in 
the East Bay or even in the Castro, I 
might as well have been living in Ant- 
arctica. As a freelance writer, I could al- 
most always complete my assignments 
without needing to stand up from my 
well-worn sofa. And the increasing 
proliferation of smartphone apps — 
like Grubhub, Sprig, Doordash, and 
Blue Apron — made it possible for me 
to have meals delivered each day with- 
out speaking to a soul. With Instacart, 
I could even have groceries and other 
household items brought to my door. 

The world I saw outside my liv- 
ing-room window — the clouds and

fog, the people and their dogs, the oc- 
casional raccoon — started to feel like 
just another humdrum daytime TV 
rerun. It was easy and comfortable to 
stand back and just watch it all go by. 

For the most part, I was happy 
alone, at peace with my own company. 
But at times, I did feel sad, frustrated, 
wondering what meaning my life could 
have as long as I remained cooped up 
inside my apartment. 

In some ways, it felt like I had en- 
tered a kind of cocoon, though I didn’t 
know then what brand of creature I 
was metamorphosing into behind the 
walls of my apartment. 

[had read about Japan’s enormous 
problem with young shut-ins before. 

I remember being struck by the fact 
that the Japanese government has 
been so concerned about the country’s 
stagnant economy and low birthrate 
that it has opened hikikomori support 
centers available nationwide. 

As I sank deeper into my own isola- 
tion, I became more obsessed with the 
plight of the hikikomori. 

There is some minor disagreement 
about how to define the condition, but 
according to Tamaki Saito, the director 
of medical services at Sofukai Sasaki 
Hospital in Funabashi, a person can 
only be classified as “hikikomori” if he 
or she is not otherwise psychotic or 
depressed. That person must also be 
in isolation for more than six months, 
with no relationships with anyone out- 
side the family. In very typical cases, 
the isolated person’s mother cares for 
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them, leaving food at their bedroom 
doors. 

Thankfully, by those measures, I 
didn’t qualify as a hikikomori, but I 
still felt such empathy for the condi- 
tion, and a fascination with it, that I 
needed to find out more. 

Such cases have been documented 
since the 1970s, says Saito, whose 
1998 book, Hikikomori: Adolescence 
Without End, made “hikikomori’ a 
household word in Japan. 

Perhaps what is most striking about 
these withdrawn people is their stami- 
na for aloneness. 

How can they possibly stand to be so 
isolated for so long — months or years at 
a time? 

Saito has an answer. His research 
suggests that during periods of with- 
drawal, the minds of hikikomori peo- 
ple are intensely active, even though 
their bodies are quite sedentary. 

“As the symptoms progress and ex- 
tend over an increasingly long period 
of time,” he wrote, “it simply seems 
to others that the person is being lazy 
and acting lethargic, but often, there 
are deep conflicts and strong, fretful 
feelings hidden below the surface. As 
evidence, one can see that the ma- 
jority of people in withdrawal do not 
experience boredom, even though they 
spend their days not doing anything. 
Their minds appear to be occupied, not 
giving them the psychological room to 
feel bored.” 

Still, [had questions. 

What was causing the phenomenon?

Was it simply an unusual manifestation 
of a familiar condition, like depression or 
of schizophrenia? Or was it an altogether 
new condition? 

Everything I read suggests that psy- 
chologists, medical researchers, jour- 
nalists, economists, and sociologists 
all seemed to be speculating. No one 
seems to be certain of anything. 

Dr. Takahiro Kato, an associate pro- 
fessor of neuropsychiatry at Kyushu 
University’s Graduate School of Med- 
ical Sciences, says he believes the hiki- 
komori phenomenon is spreading to 
other countries. In 2011, Kato and his 
colleagues wrote in The Lancet: “Several 
hikikomori-like cases have been report- 
ed from Korea, Oman, and Spain, lead- 
ing to debate as to whether hikikomori 
is a culture-bound syndrome specific to 
Japan or a new form of maladjustment 
or psychiatric disorder.”

On the internet, in English-lan- 
guage discussion forums like Reddit, 

I found Americans and other self-de- 
scribed hikikomori baring their souls, 
and often asking many of the same 
questions I had. 

“Where a hikikomori relies on their 
parents for food, to pay the bills, etc. — 
what do they plan to do once the par- 
ents pass away?’ a commenter wrote 
on Reddit in November. 

“T got laid off my job yesterday,” a 
commenter in the Bay Area confessed 
in July. “T feel like I'm really going 
to descend back into the hikikomori 
lifestyle and probably gamble all my 
savings away. I'll be completely honest, 
I don’t have any friends and no social 
life. I’m not sure if anyone’s had these 
feelings before, but they are very scary 
sentiments. I’m almost at the age of 26 
and I haven’t accomplished much.” 

“T was 16 when I dropped out of 
public school ...” another commenter 
wrote in late September. “That is when 
my prolonged bouts of social isolation 
started. ... [ haven't had a social outing 
in 5 years. It’s liberating but embarrass- 
ing at the same time to be saying that.” 


AMERICAN COUNTERPARTS 


No one knows how many hikiko- 
mori there might be in the United 
States and elsewhere outside of Japan, 
says Dr. Alan Teo, an assistant profes- 
sor of psychiatry at the Oregon Health 
& Science University. That question, he 
suggests, might be answered by future 
research. 

But in a 2013 article in the Inter- 
national Journal of Social Psychiatry, 
Teo published the first case report of a 
self-described hikikomori in the Amer- 
icas. The patient, a 30-year-old White 
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man, had complained of being isolated 
for three years. 

“During the first year, he remained 
in a closet, ate ready-to-eat food, did 
not bathe, and urinated and defecated 
in jars and bottles,” Teo wrote. “He 
passed time surfing the internet and 
playing video games. A housemate 
helped supply food. He felt conflicted 
about his social withdrawal. While he 
explained his reason for withdrawal as 
a moral disdain of society, he ... [also 
expressed] a desire to go out and gain 
insight into his lack of motivation for 
social interaction.” 

Though it’s not yet possible to say 
how many people are affected by this 
kind of isolation in the United States, 
Teo believes that our growing depen- 
dence on technology, particularly in the 
Bay Area, could be a factor in the devel- 
opment of hikikomori here. 

“There is a potential for some of 
our technological developments such 
as food delivery apps to inadvertently 
allow more social isolation,” he tells me. 
“T ... continue to regularly get contact- 
ed by families in California and really 
throughout the U.S. who are absolutely 
at their wit’s end and desperate for help 
for their son or brother or other loved 
one suffering from hikikomori.” 

Even in Japan, there are widely 
varying estimates of how many people 
should be classified as hikikomori. This 
is due to differing survey methologies 
but also because many people are sim- 
ply too ashamed to admit it on a gov- 
ernment questionnaire. 

One survey by the Statistics Bureau 
of Japan’s Ministry of Internal Affairs 
and Communications seems to have 
the most reliable figure, according to 
Yuji Genda, an economics professor at 
the University of Tokyo. The survey, 
conducted every five years, asks rough- 
ly 200,000 people about their daily 
activities, like how often they go out or 
play sports. Since 1996, Genda points 
out, the survey has shown the number 
of hikikomori people steadily growing 
— from 746,000 that year, to 854,000 
in 2001, to 1.1 million in 2006, and to 
1.6 million in 2011. If that trend con- 
tinues, the number should now stand 
at about 2 million. 

A report released in September 
by Japan’s Cabinet Office estimated 
there are only 541,000 hikikomori, but 
Genda and Kato, of Kyushu University, 
point to flaws in that report, including 
its small sample size and the fact that it 
excluded those older than 39. 

Interestingly, a Feburary 2016 
article authored by Kato, Teo, and Shig- 
enobu Kanba in The American Journal 
of Psychiatry, described the case of a 
“39-year-old unemployed man living 
with his parents” who “for the past 19 
years ... has spent the vast majority 
of his time restricted to his room ... 
and describes his attitude toward life 
as ‘taking it easy.” After that patient’s 
40th birthday, the Cabinet Office re- 
port would no longer have counted him 
as being “hikikomori.” An analogous 
situation in the United States would 
arise with discouraged workers who are 
no longer counted as unemployed when 
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they stop looking for a job. In both cas- 
es, the numbers don’t actually reflect 
the reality. 

As hikikomori age, and particularly 
as their parents or other caretakers die, 
they are likely to place an enormous 
strain on Japan’s economy. 

“The National Institute for Research 
Advancement has ... reported,” Genda 
says, that if the non-regular workers 
and unemployed persons including 
hikikomori who were born between 
1968 and 1977 will become old and 
need to receive social welfare, the recip- 
ients of the welfare aid will increase by 
about 800,000 persons and additional 
social expenditure will amount to al- 
most $200 billion.” 

The rise of hikikomori in popular 
culture has been helped along a great 
deal by Japanese manga, or comic 
books, as well as by anime and novels. 
Ernest Cline’s best-selling book Ready 
Player One, features hikikmori charac- 
ters and is now being adapated into a 
feature film directed by Steven Spiel- 
berg, set for release in 2018. 

But one book in particular has been 
of paramount importance: Tatsuhiko 
Takimoto’s wildly popular 2002 novel 
Welcome to the N.H.K., which was also 
adapted into a manga as well as an ani- 
mated TV series. 

Nearly all of the more than a dozen 
current and former hikikomori whom I 
interviewed had either read the manga 
or seen the anime. 

In the story, the main character 
is a recovering hikikomori who is en- 


ticed from his isolation by a romantic 
interest. The book is based in large 
part on Takimoto’s own experience at 
university, skipping his literature class- 
es — for three years before he told his 
parents — to spend all of his time on 
the internet. 

“Many Japanese people don’t have 
any religion, and they don’t have 
any feeling of the meaning of life” or 
the motivation to pursue life goals 
or dreams, he observes. “Sometimes 
hikikomori time is necessary for the 
person. ... When a person becomes 
hikikomori, they can get a lot of time 
alone to think.” 

A year after finally telling his par- 
ents that he had lied about being in 
school, Welcome to the N.H.K. was pub- 
lished. A happy ending. 

“T know 99 percent of hikikomori 
stories are really sad stories,” he says, 
“but 1 percent get a really happy story. 

Ken ichiro Asami, 44, has another 
such story. 

He is now on the faculty of hu- 
man-environment studies at Kyushu 
University. I interview him at Yokayo- 
ka, a support center that provides psy- 
chological counseling and career train- 
ing for recovering hikikomori people. 

But nearly three decades ago, at 
the age of 15, he dropped out of junior 
high school. Overwhelmed by the 
stresses of Japan’s high-pressure and 
conformist education system, he went 
from a top-performing student toa 
full-fledged hikikomori in a matter of 
months. 
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He stayed home for about one year, 
leaving the house only to play with his 
remote-control airplanes, he adds in 
English. “I stayed at home ... [because] 
there was no community or anywhere to 
belong to.” 

Asami speaks softly and seems a bit 
nervous. I wonder why until he tells me 
that this is the first time he has spoken 


publicly about his withdrawal as a youth. 


“If it is helpful to tell my story, I will 
tell my story,’ he explains. 

Unlike the dozen or so other current 
or recovering hikikomori I interviewed 
during my time in Japan, Asami is the 
only one who seems to have so thor- 
oughly turned the painful experience 
into something positive. In fact, Asami 
suggests, his year of withdrawal was a 
“very rich experience.” 

“Now I look back on my hard times, 
and I can see it as a rich experience. It is 
a good experience. At that time, I could 
never think like that.” 

Today, he is a respected psychologist 
whose research was instrumental in 
establishing the community of friends 
that the the Yokayoka support center 
has become. He has devoted his career 
to helping others who are dealing with 
the same issues he overcame in his 
youth. 

“Quitting is not a bad thing,” he 
says. “You just have to decide what to 
do next.” 

“Without the [hikikomori] experi- 
ence, I wouldn’t have the ideas I have. I 
wouldn't be myself.” 


‘THE FOUR WALLS OF 
MY NEW FREEDOM’ 


Back in Hachioji, my interview with 
Daiju goes on for hours. Eventually we 
decide to go out for a late-night meal at 
the Japanese equivalent of Denny’s. 

As we eat, I ask him what he does to 
entertain himself now that he is recov- 
ering from his withdrawal. 

Iam surprised to hear that he still 
spends a lot of time just looking out his 
window. But instead of staring blankly, 
as he once did, he watches birds. Such 
is progress. 

Tlook out my own bedroom window 
as I write this, and I think of Thomas 
Merton, the Trappist monk whose 1948 
autobiography, The Seven Storey Moun- 
tain, described the cell in which he had 
sought refuge from society as “the four 
walls of my new freedom.” At the end of 
the book, Merton imagines God speak- 
ing to him, saying: 

“You shall begin to possess the 
solitude you have so long desired. And 
your solitude will bear immense fruit 
in the souls of men you will never see 
on earth.”

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This Wheel’s on Fire 


“The wheel bears no resemblance to aleg,” Erick Meyenberg's video exhibit at YBCA, examines the 2014 
disappearance of 43 Mexican students.

To reach Erick Meyenberg’s 


video project, “The wheel bears no re- 
semblance to a leg,” on the second floor 
at YBCA, you have to pass by Tom Sachs’ 
“Space Program: Europa’ on the ground 
floor. Sachs’ exhibit, which imagines a 
NASA mission to one of Jupiter’s moons, 
is a flat-out funny distillation of man- 
kind’s quest to colonize distant worlds. 
It’s also an analog dreamscape — a 
multi-room emporium that includes a 
makeshift “Rescue” arcade machine cred- 
iting Sachs himself with the first rescue; 
a Mission Control center with seats 
named after Richard Pryor, the Clash, 
and Stan Lee; and a giant Landing Excur- 
sion Module with a very visible toilet in- 
side. Funny. 

“The wheel bears no resemblance to 
a leg” is not funny. Nor is it analog. Its 
centerpiece is a 16-minute looping vid- 
eo, played across three large screens, 
that documents a young military 
marching band’s practice routines in 
the heart of Mexico City. Meyenberg 
splices and dices the footage, layering 
it with the band’s sounds and his own 
titanic orchestrations, which veer 
from elegiac to uplifting to downright 
frightening. As in beats that sound 
like the rat-a-tat-tat of a gunshot. As 
in ominous sounds that might as well 
be in the Alien movies. As in quiet 
frames where the wind is all we hear. 
“The wheel bears no resemblance to 
a leg” bears no apparent resemblance 
to “Space Program: Europa” — except 
that each work is partly a commentary 
on the way leaders inculcate new re- 
cruits into entrenched functions. 

The Mexico-based Meyenberg, who 
took in Sachs’ exhibit in October be- 
fore the opening of his own, says the 
two artists absolutely share a fidelity 
to a similar subject matter. 

“There is a core that we are talking 
about — which is power and domina- 
tion and politics of spaces and bodies 
flowing into the space, and what be- 
longs to whom,” Meyenberg says in a 
phone interview from Mexico. “There 
are many similarities. And it’s inter- 
esting to have both exhibitions at the 
same time.” 

Meyenberg made “The wheel bears 
no resemblance to a leg” in the after- 
math of the 2014 disappearance of 43 
Mexican college kids in the Mexican 
city of Iquala. They were apparently ab- 
ducted under the order of local officials 
and killed by corrupt police. In Mey- 
enberg’s work, teenagers learning how 
to do military songs — and to fit into

uniforms that curtail their still-grow- 
ing bodies — create odd juxtapositions 
that he highlights in a visually intense 
and musically emotional way. 

“T found something interesting be- 
tween the military discipline that could 
represent power, order, the govern- 
ment, or a bigger order against what I 
call teenagers’ ‘bodies in crisis, ” says 
Meyenberg, who's 36. “They’re starting 
to find out who they are, what they 
want to be. And biologically, they are 
going through so many changes that 
their bodies are in constant movement 
and change. It’s a paradox against the 
military order, which is a very strict 
structure. It’s always a struggle. The 
bodies, and their natural, biological, 
psychological, emotional flow is being 
cut into pieces by the order. It’s like an 
ominous feeling of power that’s being 
inoculated into the bodies.” 

The title “The wheel bears no resem- 
blance to a leg” references the ideas of 


a / 


Guillaume Apollinaire, the French poet 
and Picasso cohort who coined the 
term Surrealism. In the preface to his 
1917 play, The Breasts of Tiresias, Apol- 
linaire writes that, “When man wished 
to imitate walking, he invented the 
wheel, which bears no resemblance to 
a leg. In this way, he has unconsciously 
created surrealism.” 

The video's screening at YBCA is its 
world premiere. YBCA’s Director of Vi- 
sual Arts, Lucia Sanroman, who joined 
the museum last year, brought the 
exhibit to the museum after working 
with Meyenberg on previous projects, 
including one where he abstracted data 
from a major government study of 
Mexicans’ genetic coding. 

“What I’ve always liked about his 
work,” Sanroman says, “is that he 
translates very complicated informa- 
tion into an aesthetic form that pres- 
ents that and also makes it larger than 
the sum of its parts. His work is never

pedagogical in a boring way.” 

“The wheel bears no resemblance 
to a leg” jumps between hundreds 
and hundreds of scenes, frequently 
focusing on the band members’ legs 
and arms but also their instruments 
— with some shots so tight that we 
see abstract reflections against the 
brass’ sheen. We also get a multitude 
of scenes in which band members 
traipse along public corridors on their 
way to one of Mexico City’s grandest 
buildings, the Monument to the Rev- 
olution. The band also walks in a mall 
amid shoppers, takes escalators with 
families, rides small elevators, and 
performs in the open. The video has 
interjected cutaways of wolves in the 
wild, snarling at each other, desperate 
for food and survival. Meyenberg’s at- 
times menacing music conveys a simi- 
lar sense of animal savagery. 

He worked on his video for two 
years, following the band, Banda de 
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Guerra Lobos, to scores of rehearsals. 
He found them almost by accident, af- 
ter working previously with traditional 
music bands that played during holi- 
days and festivals. 

“I had my studio nearby this school, 
and suddenly I heard this military 
music playing, and I thought it was 
on the street,” he says. “But then I 
realized it was this group of children 
playing in a very far distance — I'd say 
seven buildings from my studio. I was 
on the roof and they were on the roof 
of their school. I saw tiny little heads, 
like dots, on the roof, with their brass 
instruments.” 

The video recreates these “dots” 
through the use of drones, which 
filmed the band as it moved about 
Mexico City. Meyenberg worked with a 
sound designer and another composer 
to create the sonic atmosphere that 
helps make the video so unique. 

“The wheel bears no resemblance 
to a leg” isn’t entirely digital. Mey- 
enberg’s planning materials are set 
on a small display, and military flags 
stand in one area. In the hallway in 
front of the screening room, YBCA 
has placed a military helmet atop a 
trumpet that the band used. Both 
are black, fusing almost like a funeral 
sculpture, and they’re next to a line, by 
the Romanian-French poet Paul Celan, 
whose English translation is, “We dig 
a grave in the breezes there one lies 
unconfined.” Meyenberg is as serious 
on the phone as his work is in person. 
But he also has a sense of humor as he 
describes his initial approach to the 
project. 

“T recorded every single rehearsal 
the kids did in a year, so I had a lot of 
footage,’ he says. “I discovered during 
the process the themes that really 
moved me. And I found I had no in- 
terest to make a documentary film. It 
makes no sense to show the spectator 
what we did in a chronological order. I 
prefer to show something that’s very 
difficult to say in words.” 

“My first attempt to do the editing 
was very realistic,” he adds. “I used 
only the actual music of the kids. And 
the video was canceled immediately - 
after a minute. It was unbearable.” 

Now, that’s funny.

Minna Dubin’s “#MomLists” 
are confessions — public confessions 
about her life as a young mother dealing 
with a new pregnancy, dealing with her 
precocious (and occasionally bad) son, and 
dealing with her own feelings, which go 
places that few parents will admit in the 
company of strangers. 

Dubin, who lives in Berkeley, posts 
her lists in Bay Area bookstores, cafes, 
laundromats, and other trafficked corri- 
dors, where they dangle from ribbons be- 
hind covers that are like art cards. They 
wait for people to discover their content, 
as in her recent “Daily Decisions’ list, 
which includes the line, “Did he hurt 
the kid at school bad enough that I need 
to contact the parents and apologize?” 
Everything is open for discussion on Du- 
bin’s lists. Sex. Envying other mothers. 
Cleaning feces. Her miscarriage. 

Dubin’s list at 1680 Market, inside 
The Green Arcade bookstore, is called 
“#Motherhood Through Instagram,” 
and it features “parenting hashtags that 
give me the saccharine heebie-jeebies,” 
including “#LetThemBeLittle.” It also fea- 
tures Dubin’s would-be hashtags, which 
include, “#NoIHaventSeenThatMovie.” 
Lack of time is an issue for Dubin, but 
she has just enough time and motiva- 
tion to write and post her lists, which 
she’s been doing since January 2015, 
when her son turned two. She put the 
first 100 around Berkeley and Oakland 
locales, and her more recent ones in San 
Francisco. 

“After having him, both my energy 
for writing and my time sort of went 
away, and I’m kind of an OCD list mak- 
er — like, to-do lists and grocery lists,” 
Dubin, who’s 35, tells SF Weekly. “And 
somehow writing little memoir para- 


graphs about him, and then numbering 
them, and making them like a to-do list, 
made me feel like I could do it.” 

The lists are about to go on hiatus, 
though, because Dubin is set to give 
birth to her second child, a girl. She’s 
already written about her new daughter 
in her aptly named list, “In Anticipation 
of Mothering a Girl,” which includes this 
passage: “I am afraid for her body, for 
when it is no longer encased in mine, 
for when I trust someone I shouldn't: a 
neighbor, a friend, a family member, a 
teacher, the president. I don’t know how 
mothers of girls endure the stretch of 
time from sun up to sun down.” 

But it’s Dubin’s son who really has 
the spotlight in her series, as in her 
list, “Really Gross Stuff I Do Now That 
I’m a Mom,” in which she writes, “Suck 
the snot out of my son’s nose with my 
mouth,” followed by, “Then swallow.” 
One fan of Dubin compares her to Amy 
Schumer, and Dubin has performed on 
stage. Her career is anchored in words 
— as awriter, artist, teacher, and cre- 
ative writing workshop facilitator. The 
MomLists could lead Dubin back to the 
stage, or maybe even emerge as a book. 
Dubin, who has a graduate degree in 
Transformative Language Arts, is ina 
big transition phase. Having outlets in 
public and online — where she archives 
her lists, and encourages others to make 
their own — keeps her sane, Dubin says. 
In the lists, she expresses absolute love 
for her son, but their arguments about 
food and the like get marquee treatment. 

“T feel like ’'m offering an alternative 
lens on motherhood than [the ones 
found on] social media and media in 
general — which is that it’s all roses 
and ‘It’s the best job you'll ever have if 
you re a woman. ” she says. “There are 
so many moms, and yet it’s also sort of a 
lonely job, because your world lens gets 
small — you're so focused on minutiae. 
And as much as there is so much about 
motherhood that’s amazing, I’m less in- 
clined to write about that, because I feel 
that narrative is out there. And it’s so 
saccharine that I can’t stand it.”

This Is War 


This Saturday, hundreds of sex 
workers and their allies will gather across 
the globe to mourn. 

Dec. 17 has come to be known as 
the International Day to End Violence 
Against Sex Workers, as a means 
to raise awareness, get outraged, 
strengthen sex-worker communities, 
and respond to the systematic, daily 
violence and exclusion we experience. 

The brunt of this violence, of 
course, falls upon our most marginal- 
ized community members, particular- 
ly transgender women and people of 
color. Their names and memory will 
be memorialized at events around the 
world. In downtown Los Angeles, an 
organization called Hooker Army will 
host a self-defense demonstra- 
tion, and in Sacramento, 
there will be a family 
picnic followed 
by a candlelight 
vigil. 

Oakland sex 
worker orga- 
nizations will 
host a potluck 
followed by 
a candlelit 
procession 
through the city 
in support of the 
Black Coalition 
Fighting Back Serial 
Murders, whose aim is 
to erect a permanent me- 
morial for the more than 200 missing 
and murdered Black women — many 
of them sex workers — as well as 
compensation for the victim’s chil- 
dren and families. 

Dec. 17 is part funeral and part 
family reunion, fortifying our sense 
of community and belonging, and re- 
minding us that even though many in 
this world may still hate us and want 
us dead, we belong here, and we will 
fight if we must in order to stay. 

Here in the Bay Area, we've al- 
ready been in mourning since the 
news of the Ghost Ship fire solidified 
the notion that the very people that 
once made this city magical are be- 
coming extinct. Thirty-six queers, 
artists, punks, anarchists, and leaders 
were tragically wrenched from our 
community on the second day of De- 
cember, leaving a gaping hole in this 
already tenuous landscape of sky- 
high rental markets and below-code 
communal housing. Everyone I know 
lost someone. | feel as though I need 
to say that again: Everyone I know 
lost someone. 

Our communities are already 
small. Tragedies like Ghost Ship or 
the shooting at the Orlando gay club 
Pulse, and the myriad ways marginal- 
ized communities are constantly dis- 
placed, devalued, and put in harm’s 
way, bring us closer to what feels like 
the end of our time in the places we 
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once called home. It’s not just the 
lives lost; it’s also the aftershocks. 

The fire was barely out before 
inspections of similar communal 
warehouse spaces began, creating 
ripples of panic and what may be the 
beginning of a mass exodus of the 
communities that once shaped the 
identity of this city. 

Rapid gentrification of a very 
small geographic location has result- 
ed in a deadly climate of ‘don’t ask, 
don’t evict’ relationships between 
landlords and tenants. 

I’ve seen firsthand how sex work- 
ers, queers, and people of color in the 
Bay Area constantly sacrifice safety 
and comfort in their own homes (for 
which they pay exor- 
bitant rents) rather 
than initiate 
contact with their 

landlord, some- 
thing that could 
lead to eviction. 
With the housing 
market so cut- 
throat, landlords 
will use any 
reason to evict 
rent-controlled 
tenants and 
raise the rent to 
market value. 
When in doubt, 
% _ many landlords 
eo) 
a’ choose to sell, em- 
powered by the market’s 
current strength, and by the 
Ellis Act. 

This is also violence. 

This tragedy is far-reaching. It’s 
not just Oakland that took a hit, but 
the very notion of being a queer art- 
ist who takes up space in this world 
took a hit. We've been hit and we are 
bleeding. 

I’m not sure if anyone is ready to 
say it yet, but as Nazis rise to power 
and my community goes up in flames, 
it should be very clear at this point 
that this country is at war. 

But that doesn’t mean we aren't 
still fighting, and that doesn’t mean 
we won't still win. 

Hope, unfortunately, is not much 
more reliable than God. But we've all 
got to have something that gets us 
out of bed every morning, especially 
when there are so many funerals to 
attend. 

Show your solidarity on Saturday. 
Even if you can’t go to an event, 
please take a moment remember all 
those we lost this year.

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Rogue One: A Star Wars Story 
Rated PG-13.

[hope you all savored The Force Awakens 
last year. We may never again feel either 
the anticipation of the first new live-ac- 
tion Star Wars movie in 10 years — let 
alone the first one by a truly skilled di- 
rector in 25 years — or the giddy after- 
glow it produced, unless you were one 
of those scolds who ripped the movie’s 
plot to shreds as though that was what 
mattered. 

Gareth Edwards’s prequel, Rogue 
One: A Star Wars Story, is an excellent 
action movie, and by far the most vi- 
olent of the franchise — any similari- 
ties to the Star Wars Battlefront video 
games are probably not coincidental 
— but it lacks the sense of joy and 
adventure of Awakens. Draining the 
color out of a fun franchise by mak- 
ing it more “realistic” is kinda what 
Edwards does (see his 2014 Godzilla), 
and for better or worse, Rogue One 
puts the War back into Star Wars. 

Scrappy young Jyn (Felicity Jones) 
is the daughter of Death Star designer 
Galen Erso (Mads Mikkelsen) who 
reluctantly joins a motley crew that 
includes hunky Rebel spy Cassian 
Andor (Diego Luna), former Imperial 
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pilot Bodhi Rook (Riz Ahmed), blind 
quasi-Jedi Chirrut Imwe (Donnie 
Yen), and reprogrammed Imperial 
droid K-2S0 (Alan Tudyk) on a some- 
what convoluted mission to retrieve 
the plans for the almost-complete 
space station. (They’re the same plans 
that we know Princess Leia will store 
inside R2-D2 in A New Hope. How and 
where Leia got them was a question 
no casual viewer though to ask in 
1977, because it was irrelevant.) 

Comic relief is provided mostly 
by K-2SO, whose blunt personality 
is reminiscent of Interstellar’s TARS, 
and the comedy is a genuine relief 
amidst Rogue One’s sometimes over- 
whelming dourness. Fitting with 
the darker tone, this is the first time 
we ve seen the Rebel Alliance make 
bad decisions. In at least one instance, 
the leaders create an outright cluster- 
fuck. It’s also the first Star Wars movie 
to follow Joe Bob Briggs’ first rule of 
drive-in moviemaking: Anyone may 
die at any moment. 

Some had hoped George Lucas’s 
prequel trilogy would be largely 
ignored in the Disney era, but no 
such luck. One character mentions 
the Clone Wars, Coruscant is seen in 
flashback, and Jimmy Smits as Prin- 
cess Leia’s father Bail Organa seals the 
deal. Notably, Smits is the only flesh- 
and-blood actor in Rogue One whom 
Lucas cast, which raises the issue of 
Grand Moff Tarkin. The decision was

made to recreate the long-deceased 
Peter Cushing via CGI, and it’s ... 
something. Far less nightmarish 
than the youngified Jeff Bridges in 
Tron: Legacy, for sure, but it’s not like 
Tarkin was such a beloved character 
that recasting him would have been 
blasphemy. 

Rogue One may be more intense 
than fun, but it’s the best Star Wars 
prequel film by a long shot, and the fi- 
nal reel feels like a deliberate attempt 
to show the end of Revenge of the Sith 
how to do a direct New Hope lead-in 
right. Still, here’s to hoping the joy 
re-awakens in this cinematic universe 


before too long. Sherilyn Connelly 


Kiki: E] Amor Se Hace (Kiki: Love 
To Love) 
Not rated. 
Opens Friday at the Roxie Theater. 
Paco Leén’s buoyant comedy Kiki: El 
Amor Se Hace (Kiki: Love To Love) is sort 
of a sex-positive update of Krafft- 
Ebing’s Psychopathia Sexualis, non-judg- 
mentally examining a handful of 
different fetishes among a group of in- 
terconnected Spaniards. For example, 
the toothsome Natalia (Natalia de Mo- 
lina) discovers after getting mugged 
that she has a case of harpaxophilia, 
helpfully defined on-screen as “sexual 
arousal being produced by being robbed 
with violence,” while Jose (Luis Ber- 
mejo) learns he has somnophilia, sexual 
pleasure caused by watching someone 
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sleep. Meanwhile, Paco (director Leon) 
and Ana (Ana Katz) try to reignite their 
marriage by visiting bondage parties 
and furry nightclubs. Ethical Slut aco- 
lytes probably aren't going to be thrilled 
that polyamory, defined here as stable, 
intimate-sexual relationships between 
three people — a low figure by Bay Area 
standards — is lumped in with the fe- 
tishes, especially since there’s no way 
around the fact that Jose drugging his 
wife Paloma (Mari Paz Sayago) to have 
sex with her while she’s unconscious is 
hella-nonconsensual. But that kind of 
transgression is part of the charm of 
the picture, which has been compared 
to early Almodovar for good reason. A 
scene toward the end between phone- 
sex sign-language interpreter Sandra

The Brand New Testament 
Not rated. 
Opens Friday at the Opera Plaza 
Cinema. 
If the kindest thing that can be said 
about the Christian God is that he’s in- 
different to human suffering, then Jaco 
Van Dormael’s gleefully profane fable 
The Brand New Testament takes a less 
kind and far funnier view. God (Benoit 
Poelvoorde) is a middle-aged asshole 
who created humans just so he could 
fuck with them — a theory that checks 
out — and he lives in an impenetrable, 
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bigger-on-the-inside Brussels apart- 
ment with his largely silent wife 
(Yolande Moreau) and teenage daugh- 
ter Ea (Pili Groyne). (Jesus has long 
since moved out, of course.) After Ea re- 
veals to humanity exactly how much 
longer each individual has to live, be it 
minutes or decades, she descends to 
Earth to gather six new apostles to 
round out the original 12. Among them 
are self-described sex maniac Marc 
(Serge Lariviére), budding mass mur- 
derer Francois (Francois Damiens), up- 
per-crust and latently zoophilic Martine 
(Catherine Deneuve), and Ea’s personal 
favorite, young transgender girl Willy 
(Romain Gelin) — all while the angry 
but now-powerless God tries to track 
her down. With its humanist vision of 
what it would be like if there really were 
an omniscient being who had even the 
slightest ounce of compassion, The 
Brand New Testament may well be the 
purest fantasy film of the year. It’s cer- 
tainly one of the most satisfying. Sher-

Theo Who Lived 
Not rated.

If there’s a lesson to be learned from Da- 
vid Schisgall’s fitfully interesting docu- 
mentary Theo Who Lived, it’s to maybe 
not sneak into Syria to cover the civil 
war for a $500 New Republic article. 
Freelance journalist Theo Pasdos, flu- 
ent in Arabic and well-versed in Islamic 
culture, recounts how his plan to do just 
that was waylaid when he was almost 
immediately captured by Al-Qaeda and 
held prisoner for two years. Theo re- 
turns to many of the places where it 
happened, recreating the torture and 
other horrors he endured. He’s also re- 
markably open about his regrets about 
getting himself into that situation, and 
his overall station in life. His self-depre- 
cation about writing for The New Repub- 
lic rather than The New Yorker reaches a 
level usually associated with film critics 
for disreputable alt-weeklies. Presum- 
ably because the film is called Theo Who 
Lived and not Theo and Matt Both Lived 
but Disagree on the Details, a thread that 
doesn’t get properly explored is Theo’s 
fractious relationship with photojour- 
nalist Matt Schrier. He was Theo’s cell- 
mate for a brief period but escaped long 
before him, and whether Matt aban- 
doned Theo remains a matter of con- 
tention. But that’s not what the movie's 
about, and the less said about Theo’s 
last-minute attempt to tie the film the- 


matically to the Eagles’ “Desperado,” 
the better.

La La Land suffers from what it endeav- 

ors to celebrate: Hollywood’s flair for ar- 
tifice and self-congratulation. This is 
Damien Chazelle’s follow up to Whip- 
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lash, another film that examines a mu- 
sician’'s life. Here, his visual language is 
muddled and inconsistent. The camera, 
when it ought to move in for a close-up, 
remains in the range of medium-to-long 
shots. This overly enthusiastic depic- 
tion of Los Angeles includes, at once, 
too much and not enough. The charm- 
ing too-much (familiar landmarks, sun- 
shine, and movie references) is 
forgivable; the not-enough dampens 
the effort. The romantic pair at the cen- 
ter of this musical, Ryan Gosling and 
Emma Stone, never project the body 
heat of a couple who've ever seen each 
other naked. Rendering Ryan Gosling 
sexless is a puzzling achievement, but 
it’s what the director has done. The 
Gosling of Winding Refn’s Drive, a 
mood-altering L.A. feature, does make a 
brief, affecting appearance. In that lone 
scene, the actor makes the case for the 
movie that might have been. And after 
an uncharacteristically acerbic turn in 
Birdman, Stone retreats back to being 
the likable everygirl, a role she’s out- 
grown. It feels as disingenuous as Tay- 
lor Swift's wide-eyed posturing. Neither 
of them is ever going to be your best 
friend, but the Dream Factory they 
work for keeps distracting you from 
that cheerless fact.

As culinary power couples go, 
Nick Balla and Cortney Burns’ partner- 
ship seems to be based on a solid founda- 
tion, which includes bonding over the 
slaughter of a goat. But clearly there is 
dynamism, and almost simultaneously 
with the announcement of their immi- 
nent departure from Bar Tartine (as of 
Dec. 31) they’ve opened Motze, four 
blocks away. This is a temporary space, 
doomed to redevelopment in 18 months’ 
time. So get at it. 

Named for an anti-Confucian phi- 
losopher from the fifth century BCE 
who argued against blind obedience to 
ritual, Motze has taken over the space 
on Valencia Street that was once Her- 
bivore. It developed out of the “Friends 
and Family menu” and Monday night 
pop-ups at Bar Tartine — which was 
going to become Crescent, although 
that will now be located elsewhere. 
And the $58 Motze menu is a great 
deal (especially as the gratuity is al- 
ready folded in). It consists of seven

hit your tongue before then, because 
they are mighty fine.

ingredients. It’s rare for me to enjoy 
reconstituted sun-dried tomato, but 
it’s marvelous in this context. A dish 
of sprouts and withered kale in tahini 
was even better. 


Although it could have benefited 


of fermentation, anach- 
ronism is no impedi- 
ment to resuscitation. 

Beyond that, Motze is a delight, 
never veering into weird for weird’s 
sake or intimidating anybody with 
long lists of obscure ingredients. As a 
proving ground for a proven duo, it’s 
basically a place for them to have fun. 
All that is solid will soon melt into air 
by mid-2018, so let these cold noodles 
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FINEST NY STYLE PIZZA 
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from a touch of salt, the chicken nake 
rice porridge drew equally from a 
range of sources. It’s basically a soup- 
ier bibimbap, but with schmaltz right 
out of the Mission Chinese playbook, 
and meaty bits that could have been 
sourced from a Tu Lan imperial roll. 
Tremendous. And a pork belly dish 
also had minor salt distribution issues: 
The pork itself lacked much pizzazz 
but the minor players were plenty 
salty — as well as gritty, earthy, and 
rustic. There’s funk here, but also 
mercy. 

Drinks are the weak link. I grum- 
bled three years ago about the ubiq- 
uity of $9 cocktails, a complaint that 
seems as amusingly quaint as fear of a 
hypothetical President Mitt Romney 
now that cocktails are almost always 
$12 or more. But at least they’re boozy 
— usually. Now we have low-ABV 
cocktails going for the same price, 
and to be honest, soju and vermouth’s 
range as a base spirit is limited. 

Motze’s $12 smoked buckwheat 
and persimmon cocktail was decent, 
if unexciting. But the lemon-balm- 
and-toasted-rice cocktail, which was 
the exact same unappealing color, was 
not. I’m not going to mince words 
with this one: It was probably the 
worst, least-balanced cocktail I have 
ever tasted. As my dinner date put it, 
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it had a high note, alow note, anda World Famous 
gaping void in the middle where the = Original 
other 70 percent should have been.

think I’m done with soju forever. And 
in fairness, Motze has one sake, eight 
wines, and five beers as well, so no- 
body’s marooned on soju island. But a 
server-recommended glass of Palmina 
Subida, an orange wine, tasted less 
like the kombucha it was described as 
and more like Chardonnay that had 
begun to turn. It didn’t have the cour- 
age to go all the way in the direction it 
wanted to go. 

So focus on the food, but keep in 
mind that Motze is an experimental 
space, and an evanescent one. For ev- 
ery “I’m Waiting for the Man” and “All 
Tomorrow's Parties, you might get a 
“Lady Godiva's Operation” in there, 
too. And $58 for seven courses is a 
good deal in 2016 S.F. The best things 
in life may or may not be free, but hey, 
sometimes you don’t even have to 
leave a tip.

Wes Burger ’N’ More just got 
some more more. The not-quite-nine- 
month-old burger joint on Mission 
Street near Commonwealth and Mission 
Chinese Food had a quirky space in the 
front corner that resisted true incorpora- 
tion in the restaurant proper, but propri- 
etor Wes Rowe and designer David 
Marks eventually figured it out. 

With a standing-room-only capacity 
of 15 people, it’s now become The Den, 
a punch room decorated with faux-jun- 
gle schlock like an owl and a parrot 
bedecked with Mardi Gras beads, plus 
Texas totems like a mirror in the shape 
of the Lone Star State. Open Friday 
and Saturday nights from 6 p.m. to 
midnight, it fronts directly onto Mis- 
sion and serves a rotating selection of 
low-ABV drinks, beginning with two 
from Claire Sprouse of Tin Roof Drink 
Community, The Bywater, and Tosca. 
There’s Bad Apple (Lo-Fi dry vermouth, 
apple cider, and Topo Chico sparkling 
water) and Ginger Spice (Lo-Fi gentian 
amaro, pineapple, ginger beer, and 
allspice, but no Geri Halliwell). Want 
canned beer and sake? You got it. 

While the woman who occasionally 
sells hot dogs from a cart directly out- 
side the door has not been displaced, 
you ll soon be able to order a late-night 
menu from the restaurant’s kitchen, 
hopefully including the deluxe tots 
that are slowly dislodging french fries 
from their connection to burgers in the 
popular consciousness. In other words, 
this is even better than Mel B’s topless 
photo!

A neon sign marked “Flynn 
graces the second-floor bar at Coin-Op 
Game Room, SoMa’s new arcade and 
event space. If that name rings a bell, it’s 
because it’s a reference to the arcade run 
by Jeff Bridges in Tron. 

At more than 10,000 square feet, 
with swank couches, restrooms 
wallpapered in Simpsons and Ninja 
Turtles characters and a large, winch- 
like device left over from the space’s 
original incarnation as a steel mill, 
it’s much spiffier than, say, Brewcade 
in the Castro. (Throw in the location 
near Marlowe, the Hotel Utah, a lot of 
tech offices, and you'll realize that this 
joint is probably going to be closed for 
a lot of corporate events once things 
get rolling.) But apart from having 
Street Fighter, Pac-Man, Walking Dead 
pinball, and Asteroids, the San Diego 
chain Sporting Fraternity, Inc.’s S.F. 
flagship has genuine style even if 
you re not a big gamer. Overlooking 
the Octagon Bar below, for instance, 

a vitrine lined with G.I. Joe figures 
in various yoga poses runs the entire 
length of the upstairs balcony. (War- 
rior Two, indeed.) 

As is to be expected, the cocktails 
are stiff, and the kitchen will churn 
out highbrow pub food, like chick- 
en-and-waffles and wood-fired pizzas 
for two, four, six, or eight people.

Eat: Taylor 
Pork Roll Pizza 
at Jersey 


When there’s an icon of the Gar- 
den State on the menu, you knowit’s le- 
git. 

Jersey, the by-no-means-exclu- 
sively-pizza place on Second Street 
in SoMa, has revamped its menu and 
does some heavy lifting when it comes 
time to impressing people who give 
their place of origin as “Exit 7A.” (That 
would be on the New Jersey Turnpike.) 

It hasn’t been tenable to poop on 
San Francisco's pizza offerings for 
quite a while now, but any remaining 
bomb-lobbers need to sample one of 
two options at Jersey: the New Yorker 
(provolone, mozzarella, pork sausage, 
pepperoni, and pancetta, in a hearty 
tomato sauce, but also generous blobs 
of ricotta, $26) or the Taylor pork roll 
(Jersey sauce, fried egg, mozzarella, 
and provolone, $25). In case you have 
no idea what the hell it is, Taylor pork 
roll is a regional crypto-delicacy that’s 
sui generis to its partisans but more 
or less the same as a smoky kielbasa to 
everybody not from New Jersey. 

As a project from Steven and 
Mitchell Rosenthal — of Town Hall, 
Salt House, and Anchor & Hope — 
Jersey represents the fourth leg of a 
SoMa tetralogy. It’s more casual than 
its siblings, but still food-centric, 
with monster meatballs slathered in 
tomato sauce and mozzarella — but 
not so hoity-toity that there isn't also 
a bacon-wrapped “Ripper” made with 
sauerkraut, house dressing, Ameri- 
can cheese, and potato crisps. People 
from that part of the country tend 
to express approval by nodding while 
frowning severely, which is what you 
will do upon ingesting pappardelle 
with guanciale Bolognese and brocco- 
lini ($24). 

God bless New Jersey, the most 
unfairly maligned state, where even 
the chopped salads have provolone and 
two kinds of cured meats. — PLK

“You should be embarrassed 
that you haven't been here yet,” Gina Mi- 
lano says. 

She’s kidding — slightly. The pro- 
prietor of Halcyon, 11th Street's new- 
est electronic-music venue, Milano is 
a quick-talking, high-energy nightlife 
veteran who's owned and operated Le 
Club, Bambuddha Lounge — the pre- 
decessor to the Chambers Eat + Drink, 
inside the Phoenix Hotel — Audio, 
Bergerac, and others. Returning to 
SoMa was a homecoming. 

Beatbox, the prior club in the space, 
closed in July, after Pride. Milano’s 
team took possession in early August 
and opened on Oct. 28, reconstructing 
the stage and turning the upstairs 
office into a lounge for the dancers. 
Turnover was quick, and Halcyon is 
not quite finished with its build-out 
just yet — there’s a lot of electric saws 
buzzing this afternoon — because con- 
struction has to take place in spurts, 
when the venue is closed. 

Milano’s ambition was to build an 
immersive space with a European vibe. 
Having a rare license that enables the 
club to stay open for 24-hour parties 
helps, as it’s hard to match Berlin’s lev- 
el of decadence when the lights come 
on around 1:50 a.m. And after working 
next door at Audio for two years, then 
taking a year off to travel the world, 
Milano came up with ideas for what to 
do with Beatbox, which she'd already 
known the owners were quietly looking 
to unload. 

“Every time you walked in here, the 
room felt good,” she says. “It had good

energy and good vibes. The guys were 
interested in selling it, but I was like, 
‘I don’t want just another brick box in 
San Francisco with the usual lighting 
and stuff’ ” 

A visit to a club in Miami with “cool 
lights on the ceiling, dancers and per- 
formers and mascots, crazy fun drag 
queens, and a robot” coincided with a 
call from the Beatbox team. They’d re- 
ceived an unsolicited offer and wanted 
Milano to have right of first refusal. So 
she cut short her travels and returned 
to California, building an immersive 
space with lots of pixel tape, which 
allows you to run different images and 
designs on surfaces throughout the 
room. 

“It’s next-level LED,” she says. “I 
also knew I wanted to do projection 
mapping, which is really difficult be- 
cause you need someone to create con- 
tent. I had a guy who worked for Audio 
come in, and he was like, ‘Look, when 
you do your club, I want to run your 
lights for you.’ So I had a boy genius in 
my corner.” 

There are nine laser projectors, plus 
walls rigged with screens. The lights 
on the DJ booth communicate with 
the lights on the wall. And the Pioneer 
soundsystem is designed for a club of a 
much bigger size. 

“It’s a Ferrari,’ Milano says of ev- 
erything. “We’re all learning how to 
drive it.” 

Although the building itself is a 
fairly simple brick structure that’s 
been a nightclub for decades, Milano 
did discover a few hidden spaces along 
the way. 

“There is a secret hideaway that we 
didn’t know about,” she says. “You see 
that brick thing right there? That used 
to be a doorway that went to Paradise.” 

(She’s referring to the club next 
door, but the unintended wordplay 
spurs Milano’s sound guy to shout, 
“You've been stuck in hell and paradise 
is just in there!” from across the room.) 

The skylights and air-conditioning 
aren't the only additions; the entire 
roof is new. This was done to placate 
neighbors in several of the upscale 
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residential buildings sprinkled among 
the precinct’s clubs, and the Halcyon 
team members have gone in people’s 
homes late at night to measure sound 
levels. But if the very thought of can- 
tankerous condo dwellers threatening 
to make trouble for clubs that pre-date 
them makes you clench your jaw with 
worry, fear not. 

Eleventh Street is “a designated 
entertainment district,” Milano says. 
“They've now put the kibosh on any fu- 
ture development for housing, and this 
building can’t be developed at all. The 
highest and best use of this building is 
a nightclub. So we’re here to stay.” 

Cocktails on tap — a margarita, 

a rum punch, a Bourbon Buck, and 

a Moscow Mule — are great to have, 
and make things easier on a bartender 
who’s in the weeds. But they aren’t 
what really gets people shaking their 
booties on the floor. Milano credits her 
booking agent, a longtime associate 
who divides her time between New 
York, London, and Ibiza, for securing 
acts. 

Because of the 24-hour license, 
Halcyon can throw parties that go 
long, but can also create unique, dou- 
ble-billed events with multiple headlin- 
ers — a live act anda DJ, say, or label 
parties with acts on the same record 
company’s roster. Or, as Halcyon did 
on Nov. 18, booking the house and 
techno DJ Dubfire with Italian elec- 
tronic DJ Joseph Capriati. 

“You can’t pick anyone else’s talent 
buyer off,” Milano says. “You have 
to do it your own way.And »>>p42

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‘IT'S NO BIG DEAL 


Another One Bites the Dust ... Sorta

In the last few years, a hot topic 
of conversation has been the mass exo- 
dus of musicians leaving the Bay Area for 
other locales, thanks to increased living 
costs, a shrinking artist’s community, 
and the infiltration of tech. SF Weekly 
covered the epidemic in a 2014 cover 
story, John Dwyer of Thee Oh Sees and 
Ty Segall discussed their decision to leave 
San Francisco for Los Angeles with Pitch- 
fork, and, earlier this year, SPIN pub- 
lished a tome about the creative greats 
who have left our region. 

And now another Bay Area artist 
has decided to move on: the nou- 
veau-hyphy rapper and HBK Gang 
founder, Iamsu! 

When I reach the 6-foot 4-inch 
emcee (born Sudan Williams) by phone 
on a Wednesday afternoon, he tells 
me that he’s in the process of moving 
into his newly purchased, six-bedroom, 
five-bathroom, three-story house in 
Atlanta. 

“T just got checked for termites, I 
got all my locks changed, and I set up 
my cable and my internet today,” he 
tells me. “I also talked to 2 Chainz, and 
he’s going to help me build a studio in 
my house.” 

Only a few days prior, the multi-tal- 
ented 27-year-old — who, in addition 
to rapping, also sings and produces — 
signed the papers for the house, which 
he purchased from his grandmother’s 
best friend after she decided to move 
when her husband died. 

“Me and my mom talked about it,” 
he tells me, “and we thought it was a 
good idea.” 

But just because he bought the 
house — perhaps mansion would be 
a better word for it — Iamsu! assures 
me he won't be turning his back on the 
Bay Area any time soon. He plans to fly 
back and forth between the two coasts 
on a regular basis — “It’s no big deal,” 
he says. “I already travel a lot.” — and 
turn the Atlanta home into a hub for 
the other members of his HBK crew, 
who have already told him they'd like 
to record albums at his soon-to-be- 
built home studio. 

Since forming in 2007, when Iamsu! 
was a student at Pinole Valley High 
School, HBK has grown to include a 
number of key Bay Area artists, like 
Sage the Gemini, P-Lo, Kehlani, Kool 
John, and Jay Ant. And now, by cre- 
ating an outpost for the hyphy and 
party-banger collective in Atlanta, 
Iamsu! believes they'll be able to take 
the movement even further. 

“We've got the whole Westside of 
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the map locked down,” he says. “And 
now it’s time for the South.” 

While purchasing a house is a big 
deal, it’s far from the only achieve- 
ment Iamsu! has experienced in 2016. 
In the last year, the rapper, who has 
performed at every KMEL Summer 
Jam for the last five years, has gone on 
two tours, unveiled a music streaming 
app for both Android and iOS, formed 
his own record label (All Eyes On 
Me) with his mother-slash-manager 
Maxine Harris, landed at least one 
hit single on the radio, and dropped 
two albums, Kilt 3 and 6 Speed. He’s 
also started changing some of the 
ways he approaches music. Though 
Iamsu! starting making music in high 
school, it wasn’t until 2011, when he 
produced and spit bars on Loverance’s 
Billboard-ranking “Up!”, and later ap- 
peared on a verse in E-40’s certified 
gold slap “Function,” that he began 
making headlines. 

In the years since, he’s remained 
committed to helping other artists by 
lending his voice to their songs, and 
this year alone, he’s appeared on tracks 
for Mistah F.A.B., Mozzy, J. Stalin, 
Kool John, Mally Mal, Bobby Brackins, 
Problem, AD, and Rayven Justice. 

But when it comes to using featured 
artists in his own music, Iamsu! has 
become increasingly reluctant to do so. 
Out of the 12 tracks on Kilt 3, there are 
only five songs with guest artists, and 
in 6 Speed, there’s even fewer. 

“Going into 2017, as far as getting 
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people on my songs, I’m not really feel- 
ing that,” he says, adding that his up- 
coming album, which he estimates will 
be his ninth or 10th project, will only 
have two features. “I really want to 
showcase my style from my production 
to my songwriting abilities to just my 
overall character. I want to show that I 
can carry stuff on my own.” 

Part of Iamsu!’s decision to keep the 
spotlight solely on himself stems from 
the disaster that was his 2014 debut 
studio album, Sincerely Yours. With at 
least 10 featured artists and dozens 
more working behind the scenes, the 
record ended up being a mish-mash of 
disjointed sounds, flows, and styles. In 
fact, Iamsu! was so unhappy about it 
that he took it offline. 

“It’s kind of a blessing,” he says. “I 
didn’t want to be remembered for that 
work.” 

At this point in our interview, | 
decide to reveal something to Iamsu! 
that I had been keeping hidden: I hated 
the album, too, and in my review of it 
for Hot New Hip-Hop, I gave it a rating 
of 63 percent, caling it “not a work of 
artistic genius.” 

Fortunately, my dirty little secret 
doesn’t miff Iamsu!, who turns out 
to be more understanding than I'd 
expected. 

“Honestly, it was pannable, you 
know what I mean?” he says. “What’s 
weird is if you look at my older music 
from before that, I always kind of sang 
and rapped. But for whatever reason,

when I went to go do the major debut 
album, I didn’t do anything that I ini- 
tially did to get to where I was at. I was 
so caught up in trying to make a big 
studio album that I kind of lost sight of 
my sound.” 

With the fiasco of Sincerely Yours be- 
hind him, Iamsu! has since learned not 
to let others’ influences and opinions 
color his music and how to take more 
control in areas outside of just rapping 
and singing. He’s now more involved in 
both producing and mixing his albums 
and points to Kilt 3 and 6 Speed, with 
their bouncy bass, glossy synths, and 
bombastic hooks, as evidence of him 
“going back to [his] original sound.” 

“Tm really more involved now,” he 
says. “I’m really more detail-driven.” 

With a mammoth-sized house 
to furnish and the promise of a new 
album dropping “sometime” in 2017, 
Iamsu! has a lot to work on in the next 
few months. But there’s one thing that 
takes precedence over everything else. 

“T’ve still got to get a flat screen TV,” 
he says. “My mom’s gotta have one in 
her room.”

The Dandy Warhols

There’s a clamor in the back- 
ground when I reach the Dandy Warhols’ 
frontman Courtney Taylor-Taylor by 
phone at his Portland home. 

“Sorry, he says, even though he was 
warned beforehand that I'd be calling. 
“[['m] doing some recycling.” 

For someone who has been living in 
the Beaver State for the last 22 years, his 
repsonse is so cliché that I could almost 
imagine it being used as a skit on Port- 
landia. 

When Taylor-Taylor is finally done 
sorting the paper from the plastics, he 
turns his attention back to me, speaking 
slowly, in a low drawl roughed up by 
several decades’ worth of bong rips and 
world tours. He’s currently finishing 
construction on a wine shop for the 
band’s personal use in their studio-slash- 
hangout-space called the Odditorium. 
An amateur sommelier, the 49-year-old 
regales me with tales of drinking old 
Bordeaux with Nick Rhodes and Simon 
Le Bon of Duran Duran, who apparently 
bought $20,000 worth of the stuff while 
on the road. 

He’s just as committed to talking 
about wine as he is recycling, so he can’t 
help waxing poetic on the beverage’s 


ethereal qualities. 

“Wine is a magical thing, It’s not only 
a lovely sensory experience, but the high 
is not a sloppy drunk. It’s a high. It’s the 
poet’s high,” he says. “That’s why it’s spo- 
ken of in literature the way it is.” 

Fifteen minutes into our interview, 
music has still not come up, mainly 
because neither of us seem to want to 
discuss it. Bordeaux and, later on, the 
election of a xenophobic demagogue 
have us otherwise occupied. He describes 
the powers that be — aka oil and phar- 
maceutical companies and “international 
banking scum” — as “this whole other 
level that’s beyond douchebaggery.” 

He disparages the Electoral College 

— “That’s how they get us. That’s how 
[George W.] Bush got us.” — and decries 
the President-elect’s cabinet choices as 
“creepazoids” and “cronies.” 

Electing Trump is “usually good for 
music, and it’s always good for Saturday 
Night Live,” he says, clearly grasping 
for a silver lining. And he’s not wrong. 
Conservative world leaders have a knack 
for giving musicians something to fight 
and sing against. It’s no coincidence that 
Ronald Reagan’s two terms coincided 
with the rise of the punk and hardcore 
scenes in Washington, D.C. Simply put, 
without Reagan, there would be no 
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Fugazi or Minor Threat. And who would 
The Smiths be without their sworn ene- 
my, Margaret Thatcher? 

But contemporary protest music has 
its cons, too, Taylor-Taylor claims, and 
more often than not is used as a way for 
bands who would have otherwise never 
made it to break through. Though it’s not 
like their songs will matter in the grand 
scheme of things: Musicians, he says, are 
virtually useless in creating social and 
political change. 

“Artists have never drummed any- 
one out of office, except for when MTV 
spearheaded the anti-apartheid [cam- 
paign] in South Africa,” he says. “But 
that wasn’t Bruce Springsteen and Bono. 
That was MTV.” 

For all his musings, Taylor-Taylor 
claims he’s not a political artist. To him, 
music acts as a release for the pressure 
valve of his daily personal and social 
traumas, and he’s careful not to confuse 
those with his political outrage. The 
band’s keyboardist, Zia McCabe, may be 
an ardent Bernie Sanders supporter and 
part of the Portland activist community, 
but Taylor-Taylor makes it clear that the 
quartet’s music won't air any political or 
social frustrations anytime soon. 

As the conversation progresses, it 
becomes increasingly clear that we won't 
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be speaking in depth about Distortland, 
the band’s idiosyncratic ninth album 
released in April of this year. The same 
goes for 2000's 13 Tales from Urban Bo- 
hemia, now regarded as a modern indie 
classic, albeit one that did not receive 
the same breathless adulation of its early 
aughts contemporaries, like The Strokes’ 
Is This It? and Radiohead's Kid A. 

To be fair, the Dandy Warhols’ de- 
cade-long run of albums — which start- 
ed in 1995 with Dandys Rule OK! and 
finished with 2005's Odditorium Or War- 
lords Of Mars — never truly got its due. 
Amid the constantly changing musical 
zeitgeist (which included post-grunge, 
the garage rock revival, dance rock, and 
pop-punk), the group made consistently 
great albums that whizzed between 
psych-rock, shoegaze, indie, and pow- 
er-pop. 

“We came out of an era where Limp 
Bizkit was the biggest band in the world,” 
Taylor-Taylor says. “That’s just not a 
world for us. We existed to be anti-mi- 
sogynist, anti-rap-rock, anti-cock-rock, 
anti-pop-grunge, anti-grunge radio. It 
was a pretty ugly time we came out of.” 

Still, Taylor-Taylor thinks history will 
ultimately treat his band quite kindly. 

“I think the people who know who 
we are and realize what we've done, they 
are all like, “Holy shit, that’s a real band. 
That is one of the last real fucking bands, 
” he says. 

These days, the Dandy Warhols have 
cut the majority of their ties to the mu- 
sic industry. They left Capitol Records 
in 2007 and started releasing music 
through their own label, Beat the World 
Records, and smaller indie outfits, like 
Dine Alone Records. 

In fact, after 10 studio albums and 
numerous world tours, Taylor-Taylor 
doesn’t even feel all that compelled to 
release new music anymore. 

“Tm perfectly happy not releasing my 
music,’ he says. “I write songs so that I 
don’t kill myself ... Just getting it off my 
chest, enjoying it by myself, having it 
there for me when I need it — I am per- 
fectly happy with that.”

Since the age of 14, the 52-year-old Barrington Levy has been churning out reg- 
gae-leaning dancehall tracks, and to date, he’s released more than 30 albums. 
But though he’s been making music since the "70s, his music didn’t surpass Ja- 
maica until the late ’80s and early ’90s when underground U.K. DJs started 
sampling his vocals in their jungle-infused tracks. As Levy’s international repu- 
tation grew, so too did the availability of artists he was able to join forces with.

For most people, their introduction to Seu Jorge was through Wes Anderson’s 
2004 film, The Life Aquatic with Steve Zissou, wherein the Brazilian singer-song- 
writer plays the character of Pellé dos Santos, who sings Portuguese covers of 
David Bowie classics. Previously, Jorge had appeared as Knockout Ned in the 
2002 film City of God, but it was after The Life of Aquatic that things truly started 
to take off for him. In the years following the film’s release, Jorge performed at 
a number of music festivals, including Bonnaroo, and even performed onstage 
with Thievery Corporation at Austin City Limits. He’s also collaborated on mu- 
sic with Beck and Talib Kweli and on a sportswear, footwear, and accessories 
line with Rachel Roy. With his slow-burning soul ballads, Jorge has proven that 
Brazilian music knows no boundaries, and that it can work in a multitude of

Aside from the fact that she’s Beyoncé’s sister, most 
people know of Solange Knowles through the infa- 
mous, post-2014-Met-Gala elevator-fight video be- 
tween her and Jay-Z. Now, with the release of her 
third album, A Seat At The Table, there’s another rea- 
son to know who she is. Clocking in at 21 tracks, the 
album is a patchwork of stories that document the 
struggles of being a Black woman. The breathy 
“Weary” tells a tale of being exhausted with the world; 
“Mad” — which features Lil Wayne adopting a very 
uncharacteristic, lethargic flow — is an anodyne pi- 
ano ballad wherein Solange, almostly cheerfully, coos 
about how devalued Black women are in our society; 
and “Don’t Touch My Hair” is a diatribe against trying 
to change or question a Black woman’s appearance. 
Thanks to the varied production and Solange’s 
breadth of vocal styles and lyrical deliveries, the music 
is more distracting than the messages, which is either 
a good thing or a bad thing, depending on your per- 
spective. What’s even more impressive about the re- 
cord — aside from the sheer number of quality songs 
— is that Solange wrote, arranged, and co-produced 
every track, as well as served as its co-executive pro- 
ducer alongside Raphael Saadiq. Her sister might be 
(arguably) the most famous woman in the world, but 
that certainly isn’t stopping Solange from leaving her 
own mark.

Perhaps you're not the best person to ask, being a cis 
white man, but as a queer woman of color, the election had 
an extremely detrimental effect on my relationships with 
my white partners. I love and care for them, but looking at 
those results has me wondering why the fuck they didn’t 
do better in reaching out to their shitty relatives? I’m sick 
of living at the whim of white America. I'm aware this 
is the blame stage of processing, but it’s left me unable 
to orgasm with my white partners. I’m really struggling 
with what Trump means for me and others who look like 
me. I know my queer white partners aren't exempt from 
the ramifications of this, but I wish they had done better.

Devastated Over National Election
